Bookish conservation fellows ure his pet 
hate. Says they mark unfit trees and leave 
dead ones—any trees so long as spacing 
is preserved. The pithiness of Moflfitt’s 
scorn is classic but unprintable. As for 
himself—he’s 59 now, he says, and by the 
Eternal he’s going to cut off all the wood 
he can before he and none of this 
monkeying with logging. No- 
body's going to tell him how to live. 

It’s a little hard to take Ralph Moffitt 
You feel that he might be 
giving with a Vermont native act, with a 
dash of caricature, for the benefit of 
summer people and roving reporters. In 
less vociferous moments he has considered 
aid to Europe and approves it, and he 
makes a good enough living to be thinking 
of spending a winter in Florida. 

Still, Mr. Moffitt’s feeling about his 
wood remains as an issue—if not with 
him (since he has settled it in his mind), 
then with others. On the side of the man 
who hails him as the last outpost of free 
dom, there is the formidable argument that 
government grows and grows in size and 
power; that “all power corrupts, and abso- 
and that

lute power corrupts absolutely” 
the only way to prevent tyranny is to stand 
one’s ground, as firmly as Man himself tries 
doughtily to stand his ground against the 


“savage accidents” of Nature. For not all 
Yankee individualists are as fiercely ex- 
treme as this lonely farmer; some, like 
the poet Robert Frost, express a similar 
spirit in such a way as to give it grave 
import, and to counsel rocklike staunchness 
in the face of too hurried or impertinent 
forces of change. Samuel Adams, writing 
of the Boston Tea Party, said, “ . the

“For this end we must be knit together 
as one man. We must entertain each other 
in brotherly affection. We must be willing 
to abridge ourselves of our supertluities 
for the supply of each others’ necessities 
We must delight in other; make 
others’ conditions our rejoice to 
gether, mourn together, labor and suffe: 
together, as members of the same body.’ 


No, Mr. Moffitt, this is not really about 
you personally, for you might have been 
joking, or you might be a better 
selector in your own way than many a 
gov'ment man. It’s about that old, old 
American problem—the balance to be 
found between our “opposition to tyranny 
and our being “members of the same body 
Moflitt: himself experiences the dilemma 
in one mood he'd cut off all his lumber 
without regard to the effect on his neighbors 
in Vermont, Massachusetts or Connecticut 
in another he'd have aid to Europe go on 
to help protect not only himself but all 
his American neighbors. Which ts he 
a symbol of the last outpost of freedom, or 
of the squandering of certain conditions 
under which freedom may exist?

Hle was shrewd businessman 
Most of the figures were mass-produced 
from bronze castings, in red plaster dipped 
in gray paint, averaging up to 20 inches 
high They were priced from $10-$25, 
well within the means of the average family 
He even sold bottles of “refinishing color” 
to retouch surface cracks, patented de- 
signs, sold pedestals and garden urns as 
accessories, and advertised freely 

After the war he turned to literary and 
dramatic groups, including a Rip Van 
Winkle series posed for by the famous 
actor Joseph Jefferson 

In 1865 he married, and in 1878 acquired 
the present house in New Canaan, as a 
country dwelling for the growing family 

His third period marked a return to the 
humorous story-telling Genre groups typi-

My Window Looks Down East, by Elino 
Graham. The Macmillan Company, 1951— 
Elinor Graham's third book leaves the 
reader who has enjoyed “Our Way Down 
East” and “Maine Charm String” wonder- 
ing at the deepened life’s 
austerity which the Maryland native re- 
veals in every line. 

The same humor, the same love for 
her adopted Maine people, the same ability 
to tell anecdotes are there; but they are 
pointed up by a richness of thought, an 
understanding of character, a sympathy 
of soul that leads one to think that a lot 
of growing up has been experienced since 
gay-hearted Elinor Mish married; turned 
down three offers of parts in Broadway 
shows and came to the little saltwater farm 
on Flying Point Road, Freeport, Maine. 

If her first two books may be likened 
to babbling brooks, “My Window Looks 
Down East” is a wide river, with the 
currents deep beneath. Increased skill in 
expression has produced cameo portraits 
of the folks who live on Flying Point and 
delightfully vivid canvases of country and 
sea at all the year. It also 
delineates phases of her life in the South 
with a pleasant aftertaste. She is 
downright morbid at times, but this mood 
is offset by such anecdotes as that she tells 
about Alf. 

Alf had just dug a grave for a friend and 
sat in contemplation. At last he remarked, 
“It’s goin’ to be a hull lot cheaper to die 
this year than next, on account of the tax 
burden up to the corner. Everything is 
goin’ up—includin’ the cost of bein’ laid 
away ... I'd die myself if I felt up to it.” 

Jake Allgood, antique dealer extraordi- 
nary, his son, Ned, the undertaker, the 
Leicesters, the Mchees, Eben and Lontey 
Raymond, the Reed sisters—the names 
may not be real but the people are. Elinor 
Graham's window is not steamed up with 
superticialities but gives a crystal clear 
view of all that is dear to her. If she put 
her heart and mind to it, she could write 
an outstanding novel. Perhaps if she did 
would find the answer to her own 
questions. As Jake told her, “You're one of 
the restless ones. Lookin’ fer sunthin’ ye 
can’t find. Cud be it’s peace!”

Ver Dear Oracle This is serious, 
please I have an old hentucky-style deer 
rifle.
